SCHOOL'S RAPID GROWTH. 


$250,000 NEW BUILDING FOR 
ST, STEPHEN'S GIRLS. 


Speaking at yesterday’a Spe ch 
Day of St. Stephen's Girls’ Colieve, 
reported in vesterday’s China Mail 
the Chairman, Archdeacon Barnctt 
said tha the motto of to-day was 
progress. Some called it change, hut 
those who worked’ for the future 
welfare of youth could not. afford to 
encourage change unless they were 
satisfied that it was fur progress. There 
was a wide difference between that 
which satisied 20 yeara ago and the 
educational aims of to day, One of 
the latest steps in considered progr: sa 
was the admisaion of women to tke 
privileges of the University. This was 
a long cry from the sentiment 
prevailing 16 years ago, when parents 
would not even allow their daughters 
to leave theshelt r of their own 
homes to attend school, So it came 
to pasa that the origin of St. Stephen's 
Girls’ College was not a Girls’ 
School but a preparatory school 
to St. Stephen's College. It 
was opened in 1906 in u single 
roum in Caine Road with vine 
small boys, but in less than three 
vears, under the wise gtidance of 
Miss Carden, a building of over 20 
rooms had become necessary 10 
accommodate the many girls who 
were now entrusted to her care. Ten 
years later the earthquake of February 
191 shook them out of that building, 
and it became evident that o 
special eflurt would have to be made 
ly secure ® permanent home for the 
school. A site was assigned by the 
West End Park. Then Lady Stubba 


‘came to the rescue, and under her 


patronage a Chinese committee war 
formed with Sir Roberc Ho 
Tung a8 Chairman, A subscription 
was opened. Mir, Kwok headed 
the list with $10000.
